Barzilai questioned the criteria 
the Ministry used for support of 
the theatres.

UK’s only gold medal earns 
national anthem from BBC 


LONDON. — When Britain won its 
first gold medal of the Montreal 
olympic games, the ΒΒ opened its ~ 
Morning newscasts by playing the 
national anthem. 

When a Portuguese sharpshooter 
won a silver medal, the only govern- 
Ment business done all day was to 
rant him a national honour. 

As always, the Montreal olympics 
are the occasion for exaggerated 
orgies of national pride — ornational 
shame. In Europe a united press in- 
ternational survey shows, Britain is 
the clear gold medal winner in the 
national chauvinism 65. 

This race is not for concentration 
on ἃ nation's athletes — it ls only 
natural to report how home-town 
boys or girls have done. 

It is a contest for hysterics, for 
home-town concentration to the ex- 
clusion of all else. It is a test of the 
national involvement which made 
Australian Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser order an official inquiry on 
Monday into his nation’s poor show- 
ing at Montreal. 

In the same spirit Swiss fans are 
suggesting Swiss athletes pull out of 
remaining events and come home, 
the country's biggest newspaper 
said yesterday. Switzerland’ Β medal 
tally so far is zero.

MORDECAI M. KAPLAN AT 95. 


A rich mine of ideas

WHEN A MAN has lived through 


almost an entire century, experienc- 
ed the cultures of three continents, 
achieved a profound understanding 
of the intellectual currents of his age 
and contributed significantly te the 
creative survivel of his people, he 
may be expected to have acquired a 
certain calmness of spirit. However, 
Mordecai M. Kaplan, founder of 
ReconstrucHonism, who turned 95 
last month, is as restleas as ever and 
aeeply concerned about the future of 
the Jewish people. 

Kaplan's career of service to his 
people has been animated by his 
stubborn ahavat Yisrael (love of 
Israel) and bis breadth of intellec- 
tual vision. He has often been ac- 
cused of being a cold intellectual, but 
anyone familiar with his passionate 
faith in the potential of the Jewish 
people knows he is motivated by an 
emotional tie to the world Jewish 
family. This explains why he has 
never been an ivory tower scholar. 

Kaplan is still a man of the future, 
whose ideas have been resisted. 
Some have nonetheless taken root 
and others will someday find wide 
acceptance. 

His definition of Judaism as an 
evolving religious civilization is now 
widely employed by religious- 
minded> Jews, while many 
secularists accept the term 
“civilization’ but eachew the adjec- 
tive. Few, however, who have 
adopted Kaplan's vocabulary have 
grasped the implications of his 
definition. Kaplan's description of 
the Jewish people as creatora and 
bearers of Jewish civilization con- 
tains concerns with which most Jews 
have hardly begun to grapple. 

Decades ago, Kaplan began 
urging J ews everywhere to reckon 
with problem of reconstructing a 
world-wide Jewish polity the 
reality of the differences in status of 
Diaspora Jewish communities and 
the fact that Jewish unity could no 
longer be predicated on adherence to 
halachic authority.. Since the es- 
tablishment of the State of Israel, his 
call has been fssued with an in- 
creasing sense of urgency. No 
authoritative group — including the 
leaders of Israel Jewry — has un- 


There have been, it is true, several 
ideological conferences of World 
Jewry — some resulting from 
Kaplan’s prodding of various leaders 
— but they have only proved the high 
degree of polarization that exists and:

Kaplan, a life-long Zionist, settled 
in Israel a few years ago. 
Sometimes, he speaks of his 
Reconstructionism as Zionist 
Judaism, by which he means that 
Eretz Yisrael is indispensable if the 
Jewish people is to express fully its 
creative power: 

Kaplan's view of Israel eschews 
blind adherence to the idea of the in- 
gathering of the exiles and to idle in= 
sistence of the supremacy of the

Yishuv over the Diaspora. Instead, 
he has posited the need for both 
forms of Jewish life. 

in the U.S., he contributed 
seminally to virtually every aspect 
of the conception and practice of 
American Judaism — the concept of 
organic community, the philosophy 
and programme of the Jewish com- 
munity centre, Jewish education 
from pre-school to university, the en- 
couragement of the creative arts, 
the involvement of the synagogue in 
the pursuit of social justice, the 
revitalization of Jewish worship and 
theology and the cultivation and 
deepening of democratic traditions 
in both the Jewish community and in 
American society as a whole. 

Kaplan has been praised, even by 
his critics, for his intellectual hones- 
ty. This quality is for Kaplan a 
prerequisite for the whole enterprise 
of modern science; it must be aiso 
the indispensable fulerum on which 
a humane civilization must rest. Too 
Many thinkers lack an inner con- 
sistency and the ability (or courage) 
to draw the conclusions to which 
their minds have led them. Kaplan 
has drawn conclusions. This has in- 
evitably brought upon him the op- 
probrium of all those who have stak- 
ed their Hves on certain ideas, 
values, practices or institutions. 

Kaplan's critique of Jewish 
chosenness, of hatacha, of the ine- 
quality of the position of women in 
Judaism, of the anachronisms and’ 
irrelevancies in traditional worship 
and of the divisive character of the 

gue have earned him a cons- 
tant stream of criticism. 
Nevertheless, his critics have learn- 
ed to speak his vocabulary and in 
many instances have adopted his 
prescriptions — usually outside the 
larger context in which Kaplan 
would have wanted to see them in- 
corporated. 

These remarks are not intended to 
do justice to the content of Kaplan's 
philosophy. They are simply a 
tribute to him and a call to Israelis to 
examine the rich mine of his ideas.

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‘THE International Follies are in full 
swing again; not, 85 usual, on the 
floor of the UN General Assembly 
but, for a change, in Montreal. 

Except for the bitter disappoint- 
ment suffered by the athletes who 
fell victim to politics and could not 
compete, the mass withdrawals 
from the Olympics will have little 
immediate consequence. What this 
sort of action is causing in the long 
run, however, is a gradual erosion of 
support in the West for the inter- 
national institutions that are being 
abused. 

You can ruin even the best tool by 
using it for the wrong purpose. 
Neither the UN nor the Olympic 
Games are exactly efficient tools for 
advancing international understan- 
ding, but they are a lot better than 
nothing, and they are being 
destroyed by a systematic perver- 
sion of their aims. 

It is not the great nations of the 
world who benefit most from these 
international arenas, but the poor 
and the powerless. Only at the UN in 
New York is Togo entitled to the 
same hearing as Russia; only at the 
Olympics could Kenya beat the U.S. 
Yet it is precisely the poor and the 
powerless who by their behaviour 
are doing the most to undermine 
thege institutions. 
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ARGENTINIAN PUZZLE 


THE NEWS from Argentine is both thin and puzzling. What 
is known for certain is only that five Israelis — three emissa- 
ries of the World Zionist Organization and the wives of two 
of them — along with two local Jewish employees of their 
office were arrested last Thursday following a conference held 
by a Zionist youth movement, the Comité, in the provincial 
town of Cordoba. 

They were seized in two separate moves, one of which in- 
volved the Argentinian army, and the other the Argentinian 
police — evidently acting on army orders. The charges against 
the detainees have not, so far, been divulged. 

The surmise — and it is only a surmise — is that the army's 
suspicion was aroused because a couple of defectors from 
Comité had earlier been found to be engaged. in terrorist acti- 
vity on the Left, and that the distinction between members 
and ‘defectors was rather ignored in this case. Another theory 
is that the army somehow tied the holding of the Comité con- 
ference in Cordoba to the fact that this particular town is a 
centre of Leftist agitation. 

Efforts for the release of the detainees have been handicapped 
by the long weekend, and by the time lag between Israel and 
Argentina. But they have also been hampered by the evident 
lack of a clear division of authority in Cordoba, and by the 
apparent reluctance of officials to take responsibility. There is 
also the special difficulty of gaining access to the army head- 
quarters in Cordoba. ’ 

The efforts are now being intensified, however, both in Jeru- 
salem and in Buenos Aires. The Foreign Ministry's director- 
general ‘has taken the matter up with Argentina’s charge d’af- 
faires in Israel, Juan Potela Pico, who in turn assured the 
detainees' families of his full sympathy and readiness to coope- 
rate. Meanwhile efforts are also reported to have been launched 
‘by leaders of Jewish communities all over Latin America. 

The official Israeli position is that the arrests must have 
been the product of a misunderstanding. This, indeed, is the 
only rational explanation for the entire strange incident. 

‘Strange incidents are perhaps apt to occur in Argentina’s 
currently unsettled situation, with the army in nominal control 
but with both the extreme Left and extreme Right battling vio- 
lently to upset the military regime. This is an almost ideal 
breeding ground for ali sorts of fear and accusations. 

Yet the Argentinian authorities should be well aware that 
the emissaries of the World Zionist Organization are not des- 
patched from Israel to undermine foreign governments, but 
only to teach Zionism to the local Jewish communities. There 
may be elements in Argentina to whom the idea of immigra- 
tion — in this particular case, aliya to Israel, the practical ma- 
nifestation of Zionism — is not especiaHy congenial. But the 
idea of aliya is hardly a crime in Argentina, and its encourage- 
ment is surely not an activity aimed at the established order. 
Zionism has hed a long ‘history in Argentina — as attested 
by the fact that one of the arrested emissaries is himself a 
native of that country. : 

The moral is simple. If the detentions 5:8. ere Β6᾽ 
cessary for the purpose of interrogation, such interrogation 
ought by now to have been concluded. If any specific charges 
‘were contemplated, these charges ought by now to have been 
publicly tevelled. Since none have been made — and there is 
no earthly reason why they would be — ali the detainees 
should be released by the authorities without further delay.

To solve the problem, economies were necessary. The man- 
agement agreed to adopt only those measures which were 
approved by the Histadrut. A special committee under Yisrael 
Kayser examined the situation on the spot. Among its re- - 
commendations was that a certain David Bonos, whose job 
is to carry casings on a trolley to one of the production units, 
should cease to have an assistant. 

Everybody accepted the Kaysar committee recommendations 
— except Bonos. He refuses to deliver the casings by him- 
self, and will not let anybody else do it either, not only during 
this shift, but during any other shift. The production workers 
cannot function without the casings, and will not allow com- 
pulsion to be used against Bonos. 

On Sunday they broke into the manager's office, wanting pay 
for the work they were prevented (by Bonos) from doing. 
And that evening Bonos, aided by Mrs. Bonos, decided that 
if he does not get his way, nobody shall work in the entire 
concern. 

This is a quarrel for the sake of quarrelling. It is an 
overhang not only from the recent dispute over work alloca- 
tions, but from a long period of permissiveness, during which 
extremists on the shopfloor were allowed to have their way. 

Inflation had created a labour shortage, thus strengthening 
the workers’ hand. And discipline is difficult to enforce in an 
undertaking which is Histadrut-owned, that is, belongs to the 
wage-earners themselves. 

It is comfortable to be employed under such conditions; but 
costly. And there is no one any more to pick up the tab. 
Israel cannot afford two people to do Bonos’s far-from-ex- 
hausting task. Nor can it afford to lose 670 workdays be- 
cause of a one-man squabble that the local Jabour council 
does not support. 

Meir Amit, Koor's businesslike head, has made it clear that 
other firms in his complex have no intention of donating 
their profits to cover the steel plant’s deficits. The workers 
must come to realize that failure to make a profit must 
eventually mean closure. A factory is not a charitable insti- 
tution, even if it is owned by the trade union movement.

What the Third World states are 
losing sight of, in the excitement 
of winning their hollow victories, is 
the increasing damage they are do- 
ing to the only forums where their 
voices aré heard.

For the Swiss, the argument 
against Joining has not been that the 
UN is ineffective, or that the super- 
powers have total control over its 
real decisions through the Security 
Council, or that the Third World 
states are able to ram through 
meaningless resolutions in the 
General Assembly condemning 
anything they dislike. 

The Swiss objection has been bas- 
ed on the curious assumption that 
UN membership imposes real 
obligations --- the impression ἃ man 
trom Mars might gain from reading 
the UN Charter — and that those 
obligations might compromise 
Switzerland's unique brand of 
neutrality. 

The Swiss parliamentary commia- 
sion tries to set these misgivings at 
rest. It argues that the very univer- 


sality of UN membership means that 
Switzerland would not be taking 
sides by joining. Swiss neutrality 
could be Invluabie in UN activities 
and peacekeeping, it 
adds, and the work of 
controlled international bodies like 
the International Commission of the 
Red Cross would have more authori- 
ty if carried out under the auspices

Switzerland's unsullied purity and 
non-involvement in international af- 
fairs. But even in Switrerland the 
general current of Western opinion 
about the UN is a powerful ad- 


ditional factor. 


This is unfortunate, for the UN is 
not really as bad as it often seems. 
The nonsense regularly voted by the 
General Assembly and its com- 
mittees has no practical effect 
beyond gratifying the mostly un- 
representative governments who 
vote for it.The Security Council, 
where any real power lies, takes 
much more sensible attitudes. The 
specialised agencies of the UN, vir- 
tually unnoticed, do vast amounts of 
useful and often indispensable work. 

The danger, in Switzerland as 
elsewhere, is that the fantasies acted 
out in the General Assembly will 
drown out the real if limited vir- 
tues of the UN, and gradually drain 


it of both members and meaning.

The reasons, not quite un- 
derstood then, became very clear as 
the years went by. First and 
foremost, 1 survived in order to 
carry on. { worked and studied and 
finally came home to a home which 
needs building, supporting, fighting 
for, improving, a home for living 

‘Jews. Had the others not been killed 
we would have had six million Jews 
more to carry on as Jews with their 
children and grandchildren. 

. We. the handful of survivors, 
should know that we have survived 
not only to carry on, but to produce 
and create instead of and for those 
who are no more. We in Israel should 
be the monument; a living, vibrant, 
hard-working, productive Jewish 
people in our own home, so that there 
should be no more Jewish martyrs. 

Haifa of all cities in Israel is 
known as 8. workers’ city. Do we in 
Haifa need an artist's conception ofa 
Monument to the martyrs of the 
Holocaust? A little more love and 
time for work and a lot more impor- 
tance and prestige for the concept of 
work seems to me to be the ap-

THE DAILY CONTACT between 
Israeli soldiera and civilians and 
Moslems and Christians of South 
Lebanon has opened a window to life 
across the border. 

None of the Lebanese I spoke to 
could say what the population of this 
region is, but a Maronite teacher 
from Kafr Kela said that the count in 
1970 for the seven districts of South 
Lebanon was about.470,000. 

‘The teacher complained that South 


of cultivated land is about one 
million dunama. * 

A friend of the teacher's, who did 
not want to be identified, said that 
the poverty of South Lebanon may 
explain there has been little 
fighting there. Most of the 
politically-minded youth, he noted, 
are to be found in central and 
northern Lebanon. 

The only large development pro- 
Ject in the South is the Litani power 
station, which supplies water and 
electricity to the whole area. Today, 
however, there is a shortage of both, 
because of a jack of both fuel and 
technicians. 


MY INTERLOCUTORS also said 
that medical services are in a state 
of collapse.

It was immediately after a nurse 
from Kafr Kela left the village, that 
the first application for medical 
help was made to Israel. The nurse 
has since returned, but the villagers 
had already got used to getting 
medical treatment from Israel, and 
now the nurse herself cooperates 
with the Israelis by treating the 
minor cases herself and referring 
the serious ones to us. : 

A woman from the Moslem village 
of Aadeisse (less than 1 km. from 
Kibbutz Misgav Am) said that a 
physician generally understood to be 
in contact with terrorists practised 
in the area until about a month ago. 
But he, too, left for Beirut, and since 
then Moslems have aiso depended on 
Israel for medical care. -
